They  are  mainly  reported  in  Section  B. 

The  environmental  health  services  reported  in  Section  D are  our 
own  concern.  My  report  on  them  for  i960  cannot  be  regarded  as 
entirely  satisfactory  and  I would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council 
particularly  to  the  paragraphs  on  water  and  refuse  collection.

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SECTION 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 


Population 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
for  i960  as  2,550,  the  same  as  last  year.  However,  this  is,  as 
stated,  an  estimated  figure  and  it  is  now  known  that  the  Census  held 
early  in  1961  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  250  over  the  Registrar 
General's  estimate.  The  population  density  is  4.8  per  acre. 

Birth  Rate 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  16.47  per  thousand  which 
is  slightly  belov;  the  national  figure  of  17»1  but  considerably  higher 
than  last  year.  There  were  two  illegitimate  births. 

Death  Rate 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  13«2  per  thousand,  which 
is  above  the  national  figure  of  11. 5«  Heart  disease  and  vascular 
lesions  caused  19  out  of  a total  of  36  deaths.  Cancer,  which  included 
2 cases  of  lung  cancer,  was  responsible  for  only  7 deaths.  This 
distribution  follows  the  national  trend.  Full  details  are  shown  in 
Appendix  A,  Table  3. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  i960. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  no  stillbirths  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

Two  infants  died  in  i960,  due  to  congenital  malformation. 

Social  Services 

The  Social  Services  remained  unchanged  during  the  year. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  cf  Health  Services  in  the  area 


No  new  services  were  provided  during  i960. 
Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 


From  the  earliest  tines  nan  has  realised  that  the  developnent  and 
delivery  of  an  infant  are  not  without  their  risks*  The  Ancient  Greeks 
who  had  a not  inconsiderable  knowledge  of  rational  medicine,  recognised 
that  there  were  many  complications  capable  of  disturbing  these  delicate 
processes  and  that  if  these  had  occurred  there  was  often  little  that 
could  be  done  to  ensure  normal  birth.  It  was  for  these  reasons  that 
the  assistance  of  the  Gods  was  invoked  as  an  additional  aid  to  the  skill 
of  those  in  attendance  on  the  mother-to-be. 

To-day,  in  civilized  communities,  childbirth  has  lost  its  shroud 
of  mysticism.  Expectant  mothers,  thanks  to  close  medical  attention, 
dietary  supplements  and  carefully  graded  exercises,  approach  delivery 
in  a fitter  state  than  ever  before,  with  every  chance  of  experiencing 
an  uneventful  labour  and  producing  a healthy  child. 

Antenatal  Clinic 

There  are  no  antenatal  clinics  held  in  the  town  and  the  routine 
antenatal  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  general  practitioner  or 
by  the  district  nurse.  All  patients  requiring  admission  to  hospital  go 
to  the  maternity  unit  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton,  where  routine 
blood  examinations  are  also  done  to  determine  the  Ph.  factor,  for  Kahn 
and  Wasserman  tests  and  for  haemoglobin  estimation.  Reports  are  sent 
to  the  private  practitioner  and  to  the  district  nurse. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery 

The  district  nurse  continued  to  attend  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  in  their  homes  with  the  private  practitioner  supervising  the 
case.  During  her  visits,  the  D.  Nurse  spends  a great  deal  of  time 
instructing  mothers  how  best  to  prepare  for  the  coming  event.  She  also 
explains  to  the  young  mother  about  all  the  available  services  and  grants. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

The  infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  weekly  and  Dr.  Bond  attends 
twice  per  month.  Mothers  in  the  Ilton  area  are  transported  to  these 
clinics.  Details  of  attendance  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1. 

Health  Visiting 

Mrs.  Pitt  continued  as  health  visitor  and  tuberculosis  health 
visitor  in  the  town.  She  attends  all  school  medical  examinations  and 
forms  a point  of  liaison  between  myself  and  the  people  of  the  town. 

Home  Nursing 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses  resident  in  the 

town. 


This  heading  covers  a whole  series  of  activities  not  strictly 
nursing.  These  include  obtaining  and  helping  to  complete  various 
forms,  collecting  prescriptions  from  private  doctors,  delivering  the 
medicine,  arranging  for  home  helps,  ambulance  conveyance  and  the 
boarding  out  of  children  during  mothers’  illness  or  absence. 

The  actual  nurses  duties  may  be  general  or  specialized  and  include 
bed  bathing,  injections,  dressings,  enemas,  catheterizations,  etc. 

They  advise  relatives  as  to  the  nature  of  the  illness  and  give  advice 
on  diet  and  the  medicine  ordered  by  the  doctor.  All  this  work  was 
carried  out  with  unfailing  good  humour  and  kindliness. 
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Immunisation 

The  demand  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  during 
the  year*  English  vaccine  was  available  all  the  time.  Public  sessions 
were  held  at  the  Council  Offices  and  I visited  the  various  schools  for 
this  purpose.  Details  will  be  found  in  Appendix  B,  Table  3. 

Vaccination 

Thirty-two  primary  and  one  re-vaccination  were  carried  out  in  i960. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  a total  of  42  live  births  occurred  during 
the  same  period,  the  acceptance  rate,  while  not  entirely  satisfactory, 
is  reasonably  good. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Area  Organiser  in  Taunton  dealt  with  all  applications  for  home 
helps  in  the  town.  The  service  is  limited  by  the  number  of  suitable 

workers  available.  They  are  carefully  selected  and  have  to  be  hard 

and  willing  workers. 

School  Medical  Service 

I visited  all  the  schools  in  the  town,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Girls'  Grammar  School  which  was  inspected  by  Dr.  Elliott,  and  carried 
out  a full  medical  inspection  and  caught  up  with  all  the  arrears  of 
1959.  Details  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

The  success  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  the  school  medical 
inspection  in  particular,  depends  on  the  co-operation  of  the  head 
teacher  and  staff  of  each  school  with  the  area  medical  officer. 

Without  the  interest  of  the  teachers  and  their  help  with  records  and 
background  information,  much  would  be  lost.  I am  most  fortunate  in 
Ilninster  and  am  received  with  unfailing  courtesy  in  the  schools. 

This  makes  a sometimes  tiring  routine  job  far  less  difficult.  I am 
grateful  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  staff  for  the  assistance  they  give 
me  in  this  aspect  of  my  work. 

The  standard  of  health  of  the  schoolchildren  is  good  and  few  defects 
were  discovered  at  the  inspections. 

School  Dental  Service 

Mrs.  Walker  continued  as  part-time  dental  surgeon  for  the 
schools  in  the  town. 

Orthopaedic  Service 

Children  who  arc  referred  to  orthopaedic  surgeons,  either  by  private 
practitioners  or  through  the  school  medical  service,  are  seen  at 
Taunton  Hospital  and  are  followed  up  regularly  by  Miss  Read  at  the 
clinics  she  holds  once  per  month  at  Chard. 

Opthalmic  Service 

I carry  out  routine  eye  testing  in  the  schools  during  the  annual 
medical  inspection.  This  includes  simple  refraction  and  inspection  of 
glasses  and  checking  to  see  that  the  County  Oculist’s  instructions  are 
being  carried  out.  Children  are  referred  to  opticians  or  the  County 
Oculist,  as  necessary. 

Epileptics 

This  distressing  illness  among  schoolchildren  calls  for  special 
consideration  and  careful  handling.  All  are  first  seen  by  a specialist 
and  treatment  is  prescribed.  This  is  usually  so  effective  as  to  allow 
the  children  to  continue  to  attend  the  ordinary  school.  These 
children  are  seen  at  every  school  medical  inspection  and  more  frequently 
by  the  specialist  either  at  Taunton  or  Yeovil.  In  some  cases  the 
attacks  are  such  as  to  render  normal  schooling  impractical  and  frequently 
a home  tutor  is  provided  at  County  expense.  In  a few  severe  cases  the 
County  Council  arrange  for  the  child  to  be  admitted  to  Chalfont  Colony. 
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Spastics 

Drugs  arc  of  little  value  except  in  controlling  fits  but  in  the 
absence  of  gross  mental  deficiency  much  may  often  be  accomplished  by 
assiduous  training.  The  services  offered  in  the  area  follow  these 
lines.  In  infancy  physiotherapy  to  prevent  contractures  and  later 
active  movements  are  encouraged.  Surgical  intervention  is  used  in 
those  cases  when  the  child’s  intelligence  will  enable  him  to  benefit 
from  such  treatment.  The  educational  side  is  not  forgotten.  If 
possible  the  child  attends  the  ordinary  school;  in  other  cases  home 
tuition  or  attendance  at  a special  school  is  arranged. 

Blind  Persons 

The  Somerset  dissociation  for  the  Blind  carry  out  the  general  work 
on  behalf  of  and  with  a grant  from  the  County  Council.  This  arrange- 
ment works  very  well  in  practice.  There  are  eight  registered  blind 

persons  in  the  area.  Prior  to  the  admission  to  the  Register,  a blind 
person  is  examined  by  a medical  practitioner  with  specicil  experience  in 
opthalnology.  Little  delay  is  experienced  in  having  persons  known  to 
be  blind  admitted  to  the  Register. 

Mental  Health  Services 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council  through  their 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee.  During  the  year  the  service  enlarged  its 
scope  and  the  new  proposals  were  accepted  by  the  Ministry. 

National  Assistance 

No  action,  statutory  or  otherwise,  was  necessary  in  dealing  with 
old  people  in  i960.  There  is  no  doubt  that  since  the  Old  People's 
Welfare  Club  has  been  active  in  the  town,  the  number  of  times  I have 
been  called  upon  to  act  in  my  official  capacity  has  fallen. 

Disabled  Persons 

A Good  Fellowship  Club  was  started  in  May  to  care  for  the  disabled 
of  the  town.  They  met  at  St.  Mary's  Hall  to  start  with  but  later 
moved  to  a room  in  the  Territorial  Army  Hall.  As  the  number  of 
handicapped  in  Ilninster  are  few  and  some  of  them  have  jobs,  the  Club 
meets  once  per  month  in  the  evening  and  is  organised  by  Miss  Hudson  Lewis 
who  is  helped  by  members  of  the  Red  Cross.  The  usual  attendance  is 
about  5 ~ 6. 

Health  Education 

The  Council  support  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and 
make  use  of  their  excellent  posters  and  leaflets.  Various  organisations 
make  requests  for  the  nurses  or  myself  to  speak  to  them  on  various 
aspects  of  preventative  medicine.  Those  opportunities  are  always 
accepted.  These  talks  are  invariably  well  received. 


SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 


No  notifiable  diseases  were  reported  to  me  in  i960.  There  were 
some  cases  of  german  measles  and  a number  of  cases  of  mumps  which  came 
to  my  notice. 

The  considerable  immunisation  campaign  carried  out  during  the  year 
is  reported  in  Section  B of  this  report.  It  shows  that  the  preventative 
idea  is  paramount  in  the  minds  of  this  county  and  town. 

The  B.C.G.  programme  in  i960  was  carried  out  in  February  and  March 
and  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children 
born  in  19^6  and  all  who  had  been  missed  in  previous  year.  I am 
pl  eased  to  say  that  the  practice  of  X-raying  all  positive  reactors  to 
the  skin  test  has  been  re-introduced.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  my 
last  report,  I pointed  out  that  it  was  from  this  group  that  the  largest 
number  of  hew  cases  occurred  when  the  young  people  were  in  their  late 
teens.  They  should  be  encouraged  to  attend  for  chest  X-ray  annually, 
or  as  often  as  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  visits  the  area. 

The  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  visited  Ilminster  for  one  day  in  April  to  X-ray 
workers  at  two  firms.  A total  of  182  people  wore  X-rayed  and  only  two 
were  re-called  for  large  films.  Neither  proved  to  be  a case  of 
tuberculosis.  One  case  was  a congenital  abnormality  of  the  rib,  the 
second  showed  signs  of  bronchitis  and  was  referred  to  the  private 
practitioner. 

Following  visits  to  the  two  firms,  public  sessions  were  held  in  the 
Drill  Hall  at  which  720  people  attended.  This  figure  includes  56 
schoolchildren  who  were  discovered  to  have  positive  skin  re-actions 
during  the  B.C.G.  programme.  None  of  these  were  recalled  but  twelve 
adults  were.  One  case  of  inactive  tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  ten 
other  significant  conditions  were  discovered.  Details  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  C,  Table  2. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 


A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 


Climatic  Conditions 

The  total  rainfall  for  i960  was  44.44  inches.  It  was  a very  wet 
and  disappointing  year  after  the  excellent  weather  in  1959*  The  autumn 
rains  were  persistent  and  heavy  and  the  West  Country  was  flooded  on 
several  occasions  between  September  and  Christmas.  Ilminster  was 
fortunate  and  no  serious  flooding  of  houses  occurred. 

Water  Supply 

There  was  only  one  occasion  when  it  was  necessary  to  augment  the 
supply  from  the  Chard  Rural  District  Council. 

In  my  report  last  year  I mentioned  that  some  unsatisfactory  samples 
of  the  chlorinated  town  supply  were  reported  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  On  no  fewer  than  nine  occasions  in  i960,  the  reports 
showed  contamination  and  on  five  of  these  it  needed  to  be  boiled  to 
render  it  safe.  During  this  period  a local  practitioner  reported  a 
number  of  unexplained  gastric  upsets  in  the  town.  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  inadequate  chlorination  was  the  cause  and  insufficient 
care  taken  to  correlate  the  dose  of  chlorine  to  the  flow  of  water  and 
the  residual  chlorine  readings.  It  is  a serious  matter  that  the 
Water  Department  notified  on  the  7th  November  that  an  unsatisfactory 
report  had  been  received,  were  submitting  samples  which  contained  25  + 
colifcrm  bacilli  a fortnight  later.  These  days  a main  water  supply 
is  assumed  to  be  absolutely  safe  at  all  times.  This  has  not  been  the 
case  in  Ilminster  during  1959  and  i960.  Details  of  the  supply  and 
analyses  will  be  found  in  Appendix  D,  Table  1. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works,  first  put  into  operation  in  1959, 
cost  some  £40,000. 

Ten  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  in  i960.  Most  of  them 
showed  an  excess  of  solids  in  suspension  and  an  excessive  biochemical 
oxygen  demand  indicating  that  the  effluent  in  such  a state  should  not 
be  discharged  but  given  further  treatment.  This  must  give  rise  to 
considerable  concern  to  the  townspeople  who  are  bearing  the  cost  of  an 
increased  rate  for  a,  so  far,  unsatisfactory  works. 

PublicClcansing  and  Refuse  Collection 

I reported  last  year  that  frequent  complaints  of  flies  were  received 
from  residents  near  our  refuse  tip  at  Dowlish  Ford.  In  i960  many 
complaints  of  fly  nuisance  from  the  same  source  were  received. 

Inspection  by  myself  and  various  sub-committees  showed  that  satis- 
factory controlled  tipping  methods  were  not  being  practised.  All 
would  be  well  for  a week  or  two  after  a visit  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  but  the  tip  soon  reverted  to  its  familiar  unsatisfactory 
state.  The  Council  does  not  possess  the  equipment  to  carry  out  con- 
trolled tipping  and  therefore  has  to  hire  it.  The  need  to  hire  at 
regular  intervals  should  be  foreseen  and  panic  measures  could  be  avoided. 
The  present  tip  cannot  last  much  longer  and  a new  one  should  be  found 
now.  The  possibility  of  using  an  incinerator  should  be  considered. 

The  present  method  of  spraying  the  tip  v/ith  expensive  chemicals  to 
control  the  flies  is,  in  my  opinion,  a waste  of  public  money  if  the 
refuse  is  not  first  compressed. 

Rodent  Destruction 

One  part-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  and  he  does  routine 
test  baiting  and  carries  out  domestic  treatments.  No  serious 
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infestations  were  reported  during  i960. 

S winning  Baths 

There  are  two  schools  with  swimming  baths  in  the  town.  The 
Grammar  School  bath  has  been  in  use  for  many  years.  The  Secondary 
Modern  School  opened  theirs  in  1959»  Both  are  hand  chlorinated  by 
the  respective  school  staffs.  They  are  sampled  by  Somerset  County 
Council.  In  June  the  reports  on  the  Secondary  Modern  bath  water 
showed  that  it  was  inadequately  chlorinated.  Following  an  overhaul 
of  the  method  of  chlorination,  an  improvement  was  effected. 

Smoke  Abatement 

The  general  public  are  advised  to  install  approved  appliances  which 
do  not  emit  smoke  and  these  are  coming  into  more  general  use.  Never- 
theless, domestic  fires  are  the  major  cause  of  smoke  in  the  town.  The 
standard  of  smoke  emission  from  industrial  premises  is  satisfactory 
generally. 

B.  Factories  Act 


Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  Mr.  Arney  are  shown  in 
Appendix  D,  Table  2. 

C.  Housing 


Appendix  D,  Table  3 gives  considerable  detail  of  the  housing 
situation  in  the  town. 

The  Council  are  trying  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  special 
accommodation  for  old  people  and  nine  units  were  in  the  course  of 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  are  still  too  few  applications  for  grants  to  improve 
existing  property.  The  Council  approved  all  received. 

D.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk 

There  are  4 registered  distributors  in  the  area  and  one  dairy 
premises.  Sampling  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

The  contractor  supplying  the  schools  of  the  to wn  was  not  satis- 
factory. In  March,  debris  was  found  in  some  samples  submitted. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  County  Health  Department  and  as  a 
result  a new  contract  was  placed  with  a local  firm  of  proven  ability 
and  since  there  have  been  no  further  complaints. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  15  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in 
Ilminster.  Two  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  a 100%  increase 
on  sampling  in  1959*  The  Public  Health  Committee  considered  this 
matter  and  gave  instructions  for  at  least  one  sample  to  be  taken  from 
each  registered  premises  in  1961. 

Meat 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  town  but  only  two 
are  now  in  operation.  Plans  for  their  improvement  to  conform  with 
Ministry  regulations  were  considered  and  approved  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  The  Ministry  have  now  fixed  July,  1961,  as  the  day  on 
which  all  alterations  must  be  complete. 

Meat  inspection  in  Ilminster  has  been  giving  rise  to  concern  in  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  some  time.  Meat  is  sent  from  one  slaughter 
house  to  local  school  kitchens.  This  was  going  un-inspected  until 
representations  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  resulted  in  our  Inspector 


being  given  instructions  to  try  and  see  all  meat  destined  for  the  school 
meals  service. 

Our  Inspector  can  only  inspect  about  15%  of  meat  exported  from  the 
town,  including  that  mentioned  above.  This  is  an  alarmingly  low 
figure.  No  doubt  if  the  law  concerning  the  times  of  slaughter  and 
retention  of  carcases  in  the  slaughterhouse  were  amended,  more  of  the 
meat  could  be  inspected  without  extra  cost  to  the  Council.  With  a 
view  to  seeing  if  a practical  solution  could  be  found  within  the 
financial  capabilities  of  the  Council,  negotiations  were  opened  with 
Chard  Borough  Council.  It  was  finally  agreed  to  advertise  for  a Food 
Inspector  to  be  employed  jointly  by  the  two  Councils.  That  the  need 
for  extra  meat  inspection  in  Ilminstcr  is  urgent  is  underlined  by  but 
one  of  the  complaints  received.  It  was  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Finsbury,  reporting  that  a carcass  of  cow  beef  had  been 
exported  from  Ilminster  and  pitched  in  Smithfield  Market.  It  was 
extensively  infected  with  tuberculosis  and  the  whole  carcass  had  to  be 
condemned. 

Food  Premises  in  General 

A number  of  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  by  the  inspector 
during  the  year.  I also  visited  certain  shops.  Owners  were  persuaded 
to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

There  are  16  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  & 
Drugs  Act,  1955«
